A living sponge is an exquisite sight any- 
where, but the fine colors of the Pacitic spe- 
cies have an unusual charm.

***Tt's all up now, boys,’ thought I, for

A Vesy Peculiar Peopic. 
Dr, Stuhlmann, Emin Pasha’s companion 


on his expeditions in the neighborhood of 
Lake Victoria, has (says © Berlin correspon: 
dent) succeeded for the first time im bring: 
ing members of tha Dwarf tribes (Pigmies), 
of whom the ancient Greeks related that 
they dwelt near the sources of the Nile, 
alive to Europe. They are of the regro 
type, and their size is that of children of 
nine or ten years old, They traverse the 
dense primeval forests in troops, varying in 
numbers from a mere handful up to several 
hundreds, stopping for a while at places 
where they find animals enough to kill, Ow- 
ing to the rapidity of their movements, the 
sharpness of their sight and heanlod, and 
the extraordinary precision of their wea- 
pons, they are excellent hunters. The best 
shot and the boldest fighter in the chase 
and in war is always recognized as the 
leader ; he determines the routes they take, 
and chooses the places where they build 
their huts, These huts ate spherical! in lorm 
and about four feet three inchea high. so 
that an ordinary man can get in only on all 
fours.
